My  Lai  Incident 


Panel  Charges  West  Point  Leader 


WASHINGTON  (AP) 

Fourteen  Army  officers 
including  the  superintendent  at 
West  Point  were  charged  Tuesday 
with  military  violations  ranging 
from  derelection  of  duty  to  false 
swearing  in  connection  with  the 
alleged  massacre  at  Son  My,  South 
Vietnam. 

The  charges  were  the  outgrowth 
of  a 14-week  Pentagon  probe  of 
whether  the  Army  adequately 
investigated  or  tried  to  cover  up 
the  alleged  mass  killing  of  South 
Vietnamese  civilians  by  Americans 
in  March  1968. 

Declining  to  call  it  a coverup  as 
such,  Lt.  Gen.  William  R.  Peers, 
head  of  a special  panel  looking 
into  the  case,  reported  there  were 
“serious  deficiencies”  in  the 
performance  of  a number  of 
officers  who  held  command  and 
staff  positions  in  the  units 
involved  in  U.S.  operations 
around  Son  My  and  its  hamlet  of 
My  Lai. 

High  Ranking  Officers 

Implicating  perhaps  the  highest 
ranking  officers  ever  involved  in  a 
single  case,  the  Army  levied 
charges  against  two  generals,  five 
colonels,  three  majors  and  four 
captains. 

Among  them  were  Maj.  Gen. 
Samuel  W.  Koster,  present  West 
Point  head  who  was  commander 
of  the  American  Division  whose 
units  swept  through  Son  My  two 
years  ago  Monday.

The  Black  Student  Union  led 
several  demonstrations  on  the  UW 
campus  last  week  in  protest  of 
UW’s  athletic  relations  with  BYU. 
The  blacks  claim  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  is 
racist. 

Argument  on  the  motion  to 
produce  is  scheduled  for  Monday. 

Meanwhile,  students  at 
Washington  are  taking  final  exams 
and  next  week  will  be  having  a 
spring  break.

Failure  to  Report 

Capt.  Ernest  L.  Medina,  who  led 
Company  C 1st  Battalion,  20th 
Infantry,  during  the  controversial 
raid  on  My  Lai,  was  charged  with 
misprision  of  a felony,  or  failure 
to  report  the  commission  of  a 
felony. 

Peers  said  the  inquiry,  which 
heard  400  witnesses  and  recorded 
some  20,000  pages  of  testimony 
in  a Pentagon  basement,  “clearly 
established  that  a tragedy  of 
major  proportions”  occurred  at 
Son  My. 

Peers  said  that  releasing  details 
from  the  report,  which  has  been 
turned  over  to  Secretary  of  the 
Army  Stanley  R.  Resor  and  Gen. 
William  C.  .Westmoreland,  might ' 
prejudice  court-martials  already 
scheduled  or  which  may  be 
scheduled  in  the  future. 

Medina,  for  example,  had  been 
charged  previously  with 
murdering  two  civilians  at  My  Lai. 


One.  of  his  platoon  leaders,  Lt. 
William  L.  Calley  Jr.,  faces  a 
court-martial  charging  that  he 
murdered  102  My  Lai  villagers. 

Koster  Tells  Cadets 

Koster  told  a hushed  audience 
of  3,700  cadets  at  West  Point  one 
hour  before  the  Peers  report  was 
released  in  Washington  that  he 
was  requesting  reassignment 
because  of  charges  brought  against 
him. 

“I  want  you  to  be  among  the 
first  to  know  that  I will  soon  leave 
West  Point,”  the  general  said  in  a 
mess  hall  talk. 

“I  have  been  informed  by  my 
superiors  that  action  has  been 
initiated  against  me  in  connection 
with  my  performance  of  duty  in 
the  spring  of  1968  while  serving  as 
commanding  general  of  the 
American  Division  in  Vietnam,” 
Koster  said. 

He  said  he  wanted  to  leave  West 
Point  “in  order  to  separate  the 
military  academy  and  you  of  the 
corps  from  the  continuing  flow  of 
public  announcements”  about  the 
alleged  massacre. 

After  his  brief  remarks,  the 
cadets  gave  KoSter  a standing 
ovation.

As  students  we  can  be  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  see  and  hear 
first-class  artists,  and  to  see  and  hear  first-class  works  by  composers  and 
playwrights. 

A great  deal  of  effort  has  gone  into  the  planning  of  this  festival  and 
those  who  have  fought  the  good  fight  to  arrange  schedules  and  deal 
with  possible  artistic  idiosyncrasies  are  deserving  of  congratulations. 

Not  only  will  the  talents  of  guest  artists  be  on  display,  but  also  the 
talents  of  the  BYU  Music  and  Drama  Departments.

This  letter  is  being  written  to  express 
my  disillusionment  and  concern  in 
regards  to  the  credibility  of  our  college  ’ 
catalogue.  I respectfully  submit  that 
our  college  catalogue  is  grossly 
misleading  as  an  understatement  and 
places  no  limitations  whatsoever  on 
our  administration  here  at  BYU. 

I am  referring  specifically  to  the 
three  main  sections  of  our  catalogue 
viz.,  the  costs  section,  the  financial  aid 
section  and  the  academic  evaluation 
section.  As  you  know,  the  college  costs 
section  has  been  changed  by  the 
administration  to  raise  the  tuition  and 
room  and  board  costs  without  any 
change  being  made  in  the  catalogue 
greatly  misleading  students  on  costs 
when  considering  a transfer  to  BYU. 
Then,  if  students  already  have  a 
government  loan  and  quickly  learn  that 
costs  have  now  gone  up  without  their 


juniors  and  seniors  can  borrow  up  to 
$500  per  year,  if  they  already  have  a 
government  loan  they  can't  borrow  a 
cent.  This  forces  them  to  either  accept 
a school  job  at  the  great  wage  of  $J.60 
an  hour  (if  they  are  lucky  enough  to 
find  one)  or  quit  school  (thanks  to  the 
incomplete  and  misleading  catalogue). 
Then,  if  they  have  passed  that  hurdle, 
they  are  surprised  to  learn  that  the 
administration  passes  new  rules  and 
regulations  governing  majors  and 
minors  (the  departments  also  get  into 
the  act)  without  any  subsequent 
catalogue  informing  students.  Thus, 
the  student  is  left  without  any  guide  to 
plan  by  and  is  subject  to  the  frequent 
changes  of  this  adrpimstration  without 
any  change  in  written  policy.

prophets.  He  would  influence 
scholars  to  criticize  the  Bible  on 
the  basis  that  no  one  can  know  of 
what  is  to  come. 

Quoting  a Gallup  poll.  Dr. 
Ludlow  stated  that  only  35  per 
cept  of  people  in  the  U.S.  over  21 
years  of  age  could  name  all  of  the 
first  four  books  of  the  New 
Testament.  Four  per  cent  could 
name  three  of  them,  four  per  cent 
could  name  two  of  them  and  four 
per  cent  could  name  one  of  the 
books.  Fifty-three  per  cent  of 
U.S.  citizens  over  21  can  not 
name  one  of  the  four  books. 

He  felt  Satan  tries  “to 
emphasize  knowlege  and 
reasoning”  rather  than  learning  to 
walk  by  faith  in  this  life.  This 
explained  that  the  demonstrations 
against  BYU  are  not  over  BYU’s 
racial  policy  but  against  The 
Church,  against  the  principle  of 
freedom  of  religion  and  the 
constitutionality  of  the  United 
States. 

A reason  for  this  life  is  to 
prepare  ourselves  and  our  families 
to  be  exalted.  Dr.  Ludlow 
remarked.  If  he  were  Satan,  he 
would  deny  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  say  there  were  no 
saving  ordinances  such  as  baptism. 

Satan  would  tell  people  that 
baptism  is  not  necessary  but  if 
you  wish  baptism,  priesthood 
authority  isn’t  essential. 

To  prevent  people  from 
believing  in  the  Millenium  and 
preparing  for  the  reign  of  Jesus 
Christ,  Ludlow  believes  Satan 
would  try  to  prevent  the  growth 
of  the  two  great  capitals  to  come 
in  this  period. 

These  capitals  will  be  in  Israel 
and  Missouri  and  explains  the 
many  attempts  to  exterminate  the' 
Jews  or  keep  them  out  of  Israel 
and  the  driving  of  the  Latter-day 
Saints  from  Missouri. 

Dr.  Ludlow  said  most  religions 
such  as  Roman  Catholic, 
Episcopalian  and  Lutheran  do  not 
believe  in  a millenial  period. 

The  purpose  of  BYU  is  “to 
prepare  a leadership  to  go  out  and 
leaven  The  Church.”  Religion 
classes  and  Devotional  assemblies 
teach  a preparation  for  eternity, 
adding  to  the  preparation  for 
making  a living  provided  at  other 
universities.

Pioneers  Created  Own

This  is  the  first  in  a series  about  early 
Utah  and  Mormon  history. 

The  world’s  language  barrier  has 
long  been  a problem  to 
international  communications. 
Today,  the  linguists  talk  about 
phonetic  alphabets,  a worldwide 
language,  a code,  or  even  a 
Newspeak.  They  look  to  the  day 
when  goals  and  problems  will  be 
discussed  in  a common  language. 

In  the  1850s,  the  Territory  of 
Utah  faced  a similar  language 
barrier  problem.  The  early  settlers 
and  immigrants  spoke  in  several 
different  languages  and  the 
problem  of  establishing  a common 
medium  of  speech  was  not  easily 
solved.  To  help  with  the  problem 
the  regents  of  the  University  of 
Deseret  appointed  Parley  P.  Pratt, 
Heber  C.  Kimball  and  George  D. 
Watt  to  develop  a new  alphabet 
and  orthography  for  Utah’s 
people. 

The  man  chiefly  responsible  for 
the  ensuing  Deseret  Alphabet  was 
George  Watt,  an  English  convert 
to  Mormonism.  In  his  youth  he 
had  studied  phonography,  a 
shorthand  system  designed  by 
Isaac  Pitman.  By  1854,  Watt  and 
other  members  of  the  committee 
submitted  a slate  of  38 
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DESERET  ALPHABET 

characters— an  alphabet  that  had, 
according  to/ a DESERET  NEWS 
report,  “a  fixed  and  unalterable

Victorian 
Books  An 
Asset  To  Y 

BYU  may  some  day  become  the 
center  for  the  study  of  Victorian 
period  books,  reported  David 
Magee  at  a reception  for  Roy 
Christensen  last  week. 

The  reception,  in  the  Pioneer 
Room  of  the  J.  Reuben  Clark 
Library,  was  to  honor  Christensen 
who  recently  donated  a 3,000 
volume  collection  of  Victorian 
books  to  the  library. 

Magee,  an  antiquarian  book 
dealer  from  San  Francisco,  spent 
some  five  years  putting  the 
collection  together.  At  the 
reception,  Magee  described  the 
books  of  that  period  and 
displayed  some  of  the  collection’s 
notable  rarities. 

One  such  rarity  is  a strip  book 
consisting  of  a single  continuous 
picture,  which  when  fully 
extended  is  over  60  feet  long. 
Magee  says  he  has  never  seen  a 
larger  example  of  this  type. 

Another  of  the  collection’s 
curiosities  is  a peep  show  book 
that  expands  accordion-fashion  to 
give  a three-dimensional  picture. 

The  book  dealer  remarked  that 
it  is  the  minnows  of  the  age  and 
not  the  whales  that  are  hard  to 
collect.  He  says  while  a first 
edition  of  an  author  such  as 
Charles  Dickens  is  interesting  and 
important,  one  is  likely  to  see 
another,  but  with  the  more 
obscure  writer  a collector  will 
most  probably  never  see  another 
like  it. 

Magee  cites  a first  edition 
translation  of  Ohmar  Khayyam’s 
Rubaiyat  as  the  collection’s  rarest 
specimen. 

Magee  also  said  the  acquisition 
of  this  collection  ranks  BYU  very 
high  in  the  centers  of  Victorian 
literature  and  even  now  scholars 
who  wish  to  study  the  field  in 
depth  will  have  to  come  to  Provo. 

While  UCLA  still  holds  the 
number  one  position  in  this  area, 
Magee  feels  if  BYU  continues  to 
receive  good  Victorian  works  it 
may  well  become  the  center  for 
such  study. 

Roy  Christensen,  who  donated 
the  books,  is  an  alumnus  of  BYU 
and  is  now  president  of  Beverly 
Enterprieses.  The  multi-million 
dollar  firm  services  hospitals, 
convalescent  and  psychiatric 
hospitals.
